12 This bill requires a national criminal history record check
13 for certain child care providers.

14 Code section_ 237A.3, relating to requirements for

15 unregistered child care homes, Is amended to prohibit a child
16 care home from operating unless the provider and anyone

17 residing with the provider has been subject to a

18 fingerprint=based national criminal history record check as

19 required by the bill. Violation of this requirement is a

20 simple misdemeanor under Code section 237A.19 and each day may
21 be a separate offense. A simple misdemeanor is punishable b
22 confinement for no more than 30 days or a fine of at least $65
23 but not more than $625 or by both. In addition, the provider
24 may be restrained by temporary or permanent injunction under
25 Code section 237A.19.

26 Code section 237A.5, relating to criminal history and child
27 abuse record check requirements for child care providers, is
28 amended to apply the record check requirements to all

29 unregistered child care homes. Current law applies the

30 requirement only to child care homes that receive public

31 funding. In addition, a fingerprint=based national criminal
32 history record check is required for all registered,

33 unre%istered, and licensed child care providers. The cost of
34 the Tingerprint=based record check is the responsibility of

35 the department of human services except for unregistered child
care homes which are required to pay the cost for the provider
and those who are residing or will reside with the
unregistered provider.
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
